Engineer 
Edwarii 
Schaifer. 
on 
train No. 9 , running between Jiuf- 
falo and Rochester on the 
Falls 
road, v ia Lock p ort, 
which arriv es 
in this city at 9 o ’clock in the ev en­ 
ing, had an ex p erience last Satur­ 
day ev ening that 
made his 
hair 
stand on end, say s the Rochester 
Dem ocrat and Chronicle. 
Ihe train left Buffalo Saturday 
ev ening about 7 o’clock in charge 
of C onductor Knick erbock er, with 
Enginer 
Schaffer at the 
throttle. 
T he traih had a clear track, as was 
sup p osed, 
between 
Buffalo ’^and 
Rock p ort, 
and was running at a 
high rate of sp eed. 
Black 
Rock 
was reached without any mishap . 
After leav ing that station behind 
the engineer 
sent the train ahead 
at the rate of ov er thirty 
miles 
an hour. 
The night was dark as jjitch, and 
the rain beat against the cab win­ 
dows unceasingly . 
Engineer Schaf­ 
fer sat in his seat 
by 
the 
cab 
window. 
The headlight was of lit­ 
tle use in the blinding rain, and the 
engineer could see only a few y ards 
in adv ance of 
the 
engine, 
d'he 
train sp ed on through the dark ness, 
and soon the up grade, about five 
miles south of the 'ronawanda, was 
reached. 
The engineer op ened the 
throttle wider, the fireman shov ele<i 
coal faster. 
The hill was p assed 
and the train rumbled on through 
the storm. 
Suddenly a Hash of lightning, fol­ 
lowed by a terrfic p eal of thunder, 
lit up the track a half a mile ahead. 
Schaffer was looking ahead just at 
that moment, and a sight met his 
gaze that sent the blood from his 
cheeks. 
Twenty y ards ahead four 
freight cars were standing on the 
track. 
Grasp ing the 
rev erse 
lev er 
he 
p ulled it back to the last notch and
